McCarty’s Action 
On Racing Bill 
Is Commended . 


MIAMI—Praise is being receiv- 
ed from all over Florida for Gov. 
Dan McCarty's veto of the horse- 
track-date-rotation bill, a bill 
which would have cost the counties 
and old people millions of dollars 
in revenue, it is reported here by 
the state racing commission office. 

“Under no circumstances can we 
afford to disturb, endanger or 
jeopardize an arrangement that 
has been so productive of substan- 
tial income to the State and its 
people,” the veto message said, in 
explaining that the three Miami 
horse tracks had turned in $12,- 
440,000 in revenue this year alone. 
The Governor’s veto was upheld by 
the Florida Senate by an over- 
whelming 27-7 vote. 

Under the present arrangement, 
tracks with three different sized 
tarcks with three. different sized 
operations in the Miami area'to fit 
the three different sized winter 
tourist periods. In support of this, 
Governor McCarty pointed out, 
“The consistent increase ‘in public 
revenues from these three tracks) 
underscores the fact that under the | 
existing system they are in air 
healthy condition and are produc- 
ing good results for themselves, 
the state and its people.” 

The rotation bill provided for 
the three tracks to alternate the 
three racing periods—a proposal 
the Governor found. was against 
“the welfare and best interests of 
the. people of Florida beyond any 
measure of doubt.” 

It is estimated that the loss in 
taxes from rotation would more 
than offset the additonal revenue 
the State will receive from the re- 
cent increase in taxes on dog rac- 
ing. .
